This is NOT the saga of "the lone wolf," but of a 


hellofalotta wolves of the four legged variety. 


The murderous marauders recently became so active 


and the loss of livestock ao great in the river bottoms 
around Trinidad that the services of a professional trap- 
per were secured and total war was declared in an effort 
to stop the costly raids.

Two calves were found killed on 
the John W. Carpenter ranch near 


Ing on the prowl and In search of 
food. It Is hoped that thli may 
serve as a warning to neighboring 
Trinidad in February. Other nearby rftnchers In this locality and their 
ranchers reported similar losses.

"It was suspicioned that wolves > wolves, 


were responsible for these deaths 
inasumch as they had been heard 
In this particular locality," Newton 
Roman, farm manager for Carpen- 
ter, stated. "Shortly afterwards, O. 
W. Gates employe of Fish 
and 


Wild Life, San Antonio, was em- 
ployed to catch the wolves." 


Wolf Weighed 40 Founds 


"The first wolf, a male weigh- 
ing approximately 40 pounds, was 
caught in a trap and captured 
alive a few days after Cates ar- 
rived at the ranch the latter part 
of February," Roman related. "The 
other, a female, also weighing 40 
pounds and carrying seven unborn 
pups, was destroyed April 15, by 
a specially prepared bait, known 
as "gitter." '• Since the destruction 
of these two ferocious animals, no 
losses have been observed and no 
wolf signs have been found in the 
vicinity."

Trapper Near Cayuga
